Captain Hartman has been with me, and 
intreated my Aſſiſtance, informing me that his Ship did belong to your Mother, yourſelf and Brothers. I went im- 
mediately, and adviſed with one of our beſt Lawyers, who told me, That, according to the Captain's own Decla- 
ration, the Cargo did belong to the French, and that it would be condemned, but that he imagined the Veſſel would 
be acquitted, and his Freight paid him. I immediately run an Expreſs to Red Hand, for two Lawyers more, to 
procure Ship and Freight, and, if they could, the Cargo alſo, they ſhould be genteely rewarded, beſides all other 
Charges. Afterwards his Papers were ſent here and examined; it did appear by his Charter-Party he loaded at Mar- 
tinico. In his Declarations at New London he ſaid, That his Ship did belong to the Lady Faeſch 2nd Sons, and 
that ſhe was freighted by Mr. Babbutt, and loaded at Martinico. There was likewiſe found one Bill of Loading 
for the whole Cargo, ſhipped for Account of Mr. Babbut, he paying one Glaſs with Wine, for Freight of His 
Owners Goods; where he makes Mr. Babbut Owner of the Veſſel, and that his Demand for Freight is but one Glaſs 
with Wine; through which I am half afraid he will loſe his Freight, and perhaps his Ship alſo ; he alſo declaring 
that Mr. Babbut is a Frenchman, but doth not know how long he hath lived in Amſterdam.
